BE THE UTEJIR WILIUM nNILO 

Total Cost of Building and Furnishings Over Two Hundred Thousand Dollars 
- l^ormal Opening on Feb. 7. 1907- Membership Made Compulsory - 
in 1912 ~. Catering Dept. Discontinued This Year 



(We are indebted tp th* cO'Operatien 
of Mr. H. A. Melville, seerstary of 
the Students' Ceunell, for the fol- 
lowing complete «oeount of the Un* 
ton). 

The McQlll Union, the students' 
club house, was the gift of the late 
Sir William Macdonaid. During the 
sessloa of 1904-06, an agitation was 
started for a building • which the 
students could meet socially, a build- 
Ing removed from the University pro- 
per. The matter was taken up by a 
body of graduates, who decided that 
such a building was a necesslLv, and 
Immediately Htarted a campaign to 
obtain the funds necessary for such a 
project. The efforts of this commit- 
tee did not meet with a great deal of 
success, and when matters appeared 
to be at a standstill, the total results 
of the campaign having netted |26,- 
000, the late Sir William Macdonaid 
stopped Into the breach and supplied 
the necessary funds for the erection 
of the building, the plans of which 
had already been drawn. The only 
stipulations attached to the gift were 
that the Graduate Fund should he 
handed to the University, to be held 
as an endowment fund, and that the 
University should hold the building 
in trust for the students. This latter 
clause also Imposed on the tintversity 
the burden of the financial responsi- 
bility. The total cost "of the erection 
of the building and the furnishings 
amounted to $219,110. The Union was 
completed and ready for use at the 
opening of" the session of 1906-07, bui 
the formal opening did not. take place 
until February 7th,'. 1907. The open- 
ing consisied of a luncheon, at which 
Mr. Alex. Falconer, K.C., acted, a* 
chairman, ' those present including the , 
members of the Board of Governors, 
prominent graduates and a number of 
leading citizens. This was followed In 
the afternoon by a reception by the 
Board of Governors to the general- 
public, the clay being brought to a. 
flttlnff close by a dance, given by the. 
undergraduates. 

Membershlp In the Union at this 
date entailed a fee of $S, which in 
1910 was Increased to $10. This lat- 
ter fee remained in force until the 
adoption of the universal fee in 1912, 
when membership became compulsory. 

The Union might we;i be classed in 
three different departments. The 
Social, Catering and Billiard Depart- 
ments. . The latter department,' has 
proved probably the greatest ottrac- 
.tion, having from Its Inception proved 
successful, not only financially, but 
also 'socially. The equipment consists 
of three English tables, the Pocket 
Billiard tables, and one American 
table. Until last session the annual 
tournaments ;have always proved a 
great attraction, the entry lists In 
some tournaments embracing sixty 
players. It is to be hoped that the in- 
terest In these tournaments will be 
revived this year, for not only is a 
great deal of skill and accuracy to be 
derivea from the game, but it Is 
doubtful It tiiere is u spot at McGlU 
that fosters a greater spirit of good- 
fellowship than tho Union billiard 
rooms. No matter if you do not play 
biliiardsi come in and share it. 

The Catering department is the. de- 
partment that has met with the least 
success of any. At the outset this de- 
partment was controlled by . the Union 
authorities, and was never a financial 
success. The first year's operations 
showed a deficit of $3,600. This' state 
of affairs continued until the session 
of 1910-11, when the losses on this 
department had amounted to $6.600. 
At this time it was decided' to change 
the plan of operation and the dining 
room was leased to an outside caterer.. 
This idea proved more successful, . as 
it entailed no financial 'resiioiuiblUty' 
on the Union, and placé! ^ thé" ^ej^rt-' 
ment in the hands of a professional; 
to whose own Interests It was to 
make the venture successful. Durln'g 
the session of. 1914-15 an average of 
over 'five hundred meals a day were 
served. Owing to lack of support, 
due mainly to, the small registration. 
It was necessary to close the dining 
room in the middle of last session. This 
session it was deemed impracticable 
to re-open, as indications pointed to 
an even smaller registration, and the 
officers felt that no caterer could 
make It a successful financial ven- 
ture. The kitchens possess an equip- 
ment as up-to-date as any to be found 
in Montreal. The dining and grill 
rooms combined have accommodation 
for about 350 people., 

The Social department has always 
been the shining light In connection 
with the Union. The formal opening 
day was concluded with a dance and 
from that day until the outbreak of 
war all the college dances have been 
held in the Union ball-room. This 
room, even with the new dances, bos, 



ample accommodation for one hun 
dred and fifty couples. 

In the spring of 1915 tho Union was 
loaned to the First University Com- 
pany, under the command of Capt. 
Qregor Barclay, Law '09. as a bar- 
racks, and the bail-rootn was used as 
sleeping quarters. 

The First Company was succeeded 
by the Second Universities Co., com- 
manded by Capt. George C. McDon- 
ald, M.C., Arts '04, who were follow- 
ed by the Third and Fourth Compan- 
ies under, the command of MaJq^^A. S. 
Eve. After the departure 'df the 
Fourth Company. Major McKergow 
used the building for the Fifth Uni- 
versities Company, until they were 
sent overseas. « 

The building was not again ^ occu- 
pied by military men until the spring 
of this year, when Capt. Sir Stop-

ford Brunton was granted the privi- 
leges of tho building for the iSecond 
McGlll Battery. It will be seen that 
the sphere of social activities has 
been greatly restricted for the last two 
sessions. Since the opening of tho 
Union, . the ball-room has been used 

for many purposes. Including dances, 
smoking concerts, box.ing and wrest- 
ling matches, meetings, rooters' club 
practices, etc. . . 

The Reading room, situated on the 
second floor., is . supplied with; as com- 
plete a selection of current magazines 
as may be found anywhere. 

The Union is governed by a House 
Committee, composed of a President, 
Vice-President, Secretary, Billiard Re- 
presentative, two representatives from 
each of the Faculties of Science, Medi- 
cine and, Arts, and one' representative 
from Law. The University authori- 
ties are represented by an Advisory 
Board, who govern all financial mat- 
ters. Up to this date It has not been 
the lot of the Union to show a finan- 
cial surplus on any year's operations, 
the nearest approach being in 1914-15, 
when the deficit amounted -'to only 
$600. 

As the main source of revenue to 
the Union is from fees, the reduction 
in registration has a very serious ef- 
fect, as overhead expenses remain 
practically the same. 

In conclusion, the Executive would 
urge you to take advantage of the 
privilege pf the building privileges for 
which you are paying.

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X There is room for improvement in anything done by human be- 
ings. Certain tfiings'are excellently done, many things are well ac- 
complished, while other attempts result in failure. 

A brief survey of the successful and well accomplished things in 
the human sphere^ will convince us that in eveiy case success was 
due to a large extent to the faith of the men engaged in the under- 
taking; to their whole-hearted support and co-operation for the at- 
tainment of their purpose; to the overshadowing and exclusion of 
everythiiig else which tended to alienate them from their purpose. 
In every case it has been the giving up of self for the cause, and in 
evei^*such case temporary failure has resulted in ultimate success. 

Doubtless there has been room for improvement in all such cases, 
but if the men engaged in the undertaking had stood aloof and cri- 
ticized the weak points, if they had taken stock of all the shortcom- 
ings and shut their eyes to all the possibilities of success^ nothing 
could have been accomplished. 

Destiny spins the web of life in such a way that the doors of 
opportunity are open before every one of us more than once through- 
itj pur life-time. If we have become cynical and suspicious through 
SSe^lbng training of our own selves, if we. have lost the boy-nature 
and have shut the dynamic current of|^|^asm from <our inner 
selves) if we have killed the power of our imagination and substitut- 
ed a eynieal and suspicious attitude for the faith and confidence in 
s great, cause, . then we constitute ourselves into a negative and un- 
healthy quantity, contributing little or nothing to the betterment of 
nankind. In other words, we help very little by becoming grouchy 
geniuses, and we hinder a Int'.the progress of. happiness in mankind 
by our faithless neutral al^tude in the time of great crises and 
great eyents. 

The present !s the time of periiaps the greatest crisis the world 
bas ever known; and people have said that this is the greatest op- 
portunity for good or for evil as well, that was ever open before 
nuuucind. 

On the one hand it has brought the bestîpépples together in one 
great and common cause— the most lof ty and saered. On the other 
hand, a mixture of races — good and bad — ^have been marshalled by 
a ruthless militarism against everything Which humanity holds dear 
and sacred. And we have seen "faiths and empires move like wrecks 
of a dissolving dream." And we are witnessing to-day the great 
social economic readjustment which was scheduled by the leading 
thinkers of our times to take place generations later. But above all, 
we have before us the one accomplished fact: a momentous event 
in itself— the solemn determination of the Anglo-Saxon race to see 
this world free or perish. If we are to express the attitude of the 
race in a few words we cannot do better than quote Mazzini: "Wc 
must be great or perish." • 

Hence the great opportunity for the present generation, especi- 
ally for thé students of. the. Universities who are^ bound to take a 
part both during and after the war. Let us all to the last man give 
''everything that we have and everything that we are" directly 
Jrectly irf this great cause. Do not let some of us be carried 
llwayftrith the expeetatlon that we will still be able to contribute to 
■mankind after this war, in spite of our present indifference and, may 
we. say, enmity on the part of some towards its success. We will 
contribute to mankind in the period of reconstruction only in the 
proportion of our present direct or indireot|^nt|ibution towards its 
success. . How can a man who has done nothing towards the success 
of the cause, how can a man who has stood aloof and criticized all 
thé while, how can a man who has lovingly hugged himself a "giant" 
inside the four walls of the narrow self, pose as a leader, and Avith 
unparalleled audacity herald bis gospel , to the multitudes who have 
bled and suffered for the present cause. 

What the world needs to-day and what mankind will need in the 
period of reconstruction is leaders, men forgetting the "ego" and 
givmg all for a cause "all that they have and all that they are," 
leaders wtih prophetlike faith and confidence, men|jwi<^BÎilldlike 
enthusiasm, who will muster the arniies of men alike^^^^jof war 
and peace. And such leaders are'not inarshalled fro^M^i^ks of 
|!tKoie^who see everything in the light of criticism and failure, who 
•t|di»BOi^ every effort towar&^jj^ause which, however great it may 
""Ibelitill it does not command their Support, because it inconveniences 
jiiein in one way or another, as for example, drilling on the College 
^campus six hoturs a week— time which in most cases would be. spent 
;in idle talk. " . ,.

Dr. C E. Frytf IMscovers Twelve Titles Azxxmg the Famous Redpath Tracts on the 
Canada-Guadaloupe Controversy. McGill Library now Indispensable for Research 
Work on This Question. Second Only to Carter Brown Library of Providence. 



The Redpath Library poaaeasea val- 
uable ptunphleta on the Ca.nada- 
Ouadaleupa' Controvaray. and baa tha 
second beat collection at any Library 
on the American Continent concemlnc 
the history ot the argument which In 
the Bilddlo Kiahteenth Century oo- 
cuplad the attention of the BncUah 
ratVaaaent. 

A vote* ot considerable force was 
heard at ' the time in the Imperial 
Parliament cominc from the merctaanta 
who had sugar Interests and wished 
to trade the lslan4 of Ouadaloupe for 
Canada. The history of the dabato 
haa lately been taken up from two 
points of view. 

Prof. W. H. Grant, of Queen's Uni- 
versity/ has been looklnc up tbs 
question from the Canadian point of 
view, and published In the American 
Historical Review an article an* 
titled "Canada or- Ouadaloupe r* 

Professor C. W. Alvord, who la 
Professor of History In tha Unlvar> 
slty of Illlnoljs, has bean working on 
the question prompted by the Am- 
erican point of Interest, Illinois being 
at the lime of tha debaU part of the 
territory whtck afleorOlns to tha Que* 
bee Act o^ 1774 was iMeiyoïéM as 
Canadian territory. It will ba r s u i- 
berad.at tais point that tlia ehlof ln> 
centlve IsadlBK to tba danunclatlon of 
the Quabeo Act ot 1774 by Amarican 
uratora at the time was tha fact that 
tba Act Incorporated the Ohio and 
Mlaalsslppl VaUaya Into' Canada. Prof. 
Alvord pttblishad a book "Tha Mis- 
sissippi Valley In British Politics," in 
which he treated the subject from tha 
IllliMls point ot Interest. 
. With the aaslftanca of Professors 
Grant and Alvord, Mr. O. P. Wlnshlp, 
of the Carter .Brown Library, began 
In 19U to compile all the Bibliography 
to be found on the subject. The 
compilation had attained sixty-five 
titles, when Prof. C. £. Fryer, of Mc- 
Gill University, took ,the matter up 
from this point and diaoovered twelve 
moro new titles in the Iledpath Lib- 
rary. These hitherto unlisted titles 
brought tba Bibliography . to aeventy- 
seven. The titlea whlcii Dr. Fryer 
discovered bear directly on the con- 
troversy aa will .'be seen In the ac- 
companying articled 

This news Is of eapeelal Intareat to 
academic circles, as any historical re- 
search on the history of that period 
must be made In the Redpath Library. 
Our Library possesses the second 
best ' collection on the period on the 
American Cbntlnent, the Carter Brown 
Library of Providence coming first. 

FoHowIng Is an article on the Red- 
path Pamphlets dealing with the 
Canada-Guadaloupe Oontrcversy by 
Dr. C. E. Fryer, which appeared In 
the September issue of the Mississippi 
Valley Hiatorical Review. 

Clarence W. Alvord has recently 
published a valuable bibliography* up- 
on the pamphlet warfare over the 
Canada--GuadaIoupe controversy dur- 
ing the seven years' war. The com- 
pilation was begun In ISU subsequent 
to the meeting of the American hls- 
tortaal association at Buffalo In that 
winter. With the assistance of W. L. 
Grant, of Queen's University, and of 
O. P. Wlnshlp, of the Carter Brown 
Library, It haa attained to 'sixty-five 
titles. These are distributed among 
the seven collections of the Boston 
Athenaeum, Library of CongrAs, 
Carter Brown Library, Canadian Ar-

CAPT. TINUNQ KILLED. 



It is reported by the British War 
Office that Captain Oeo. E. Tlnllne. of 
the Srd £ast Lancashire Regiment, son 
of C%arles W. Tinling, vice-president 
and general manager of the Na- 
tional Drug and Chemical Co. of this 
city, wag killed In- action on October 
4th. 

In June, 1916. Captain Tinling, then 
a lieutenant, was wounded. He was 
22 years of age, graduated from 

the Royal Military College, Kingston. 
He was recommended to the British 
authorities for a commission, and was 
gazetted second lieutenant in the 3rd 
East Lancashire Regiment, which he 
Joined in February, 1916. Subse- 
quently he was promoted to lieuten- 
ant and later to captain. 

Hia brother, Ueut C. B.. Tinting, 
who went overseas with the McGill 
Hospital unit under Col. H. S. BIrkett 
as sergeant-major, died of wounds 
early in the war. 

He had transferred to the Highland 
Battalion commanded by Col. CantUe, 
and waa wounded at ° the battle of 
Arras. 

He received his early education In 
Hamilton. Ont, where he was born, 
and entered McGill in the fall of 1910. 
He represented ^ HIghfleld School at 
cricket and football, but In general was 
a good, all -round aportaman.

"The number of coones o( sradu- 
ate Instruotlon has been mterlally 
ledttced partly becanse there are few- 
er students to take them and partly 
because there are fewer piofeisora 
to kIts them. For asample, ttie De- 
partment of Koonomios has lost so 
stony Instructors on aeoount of the 
war that it wUl offer only two gradu- 
ate courses this y«ar. The large re- 
duction of the University Fttculty by 
dropping the temporary instructors 
has also made it necessary for some 
of the professors giving* graduate 
coursas to rednco tho numbar of these 
In order to glva undergtaduate Instruc- 
tion.

The object' in litarting these Librar- 
ies was to bring to every sick or 
wounded soldier such pleasure and 
satisfaction as books of his own choice 
could provide, so it has been the en- 
deavour of the Librarians \ to obtain 
as soon 'as possible any volume that 
may be asked for. The requests cover 
a wide range, including books written 
in French and Russian and such sub- 
jects as navigation, aviation, electri- 
cal engineering, practical and popular 
mechanics, architecture, history and 
politics, and such friends as ' Scett, 
Dickens, Thackeray, Burns, Tennyson> 
Kipling, W. W. Jacobs, Jack London 
and many others. Indeed, copies of 
books of the last class cannot be too 
often multiplied. It is recognised by 
those in charge that In hospitals 
where many of the mei^ pass In and 
out very quickly, many books taken 
out will not be returned. There is the 
satisfaction, however, of knowing th.-it 
the reader has had his wish gratified, 
and may-be "shares his pleasure with 
friends, as he passes on to' another 
hospital or to his home. 

A generous donation of military and 
technical books was received from the 
Military Headquarters of the DiS' 
trict, "and many Other volumes' have' 
been kindly presented by friend^'. 
The Alumnae Society has a small fund

The first, general maetiag of tha 
Canadian Society of Civil Engineers 
was held yesterday evening. An il- 
lustrated address on "Munition Pro- 
duction in Canada" was delivered by 
Brigadier-General Sir Alexander Bert- 
ram. 

The speaker commenced by stat- 
ing that about forty years ago Can- 
ada had practically no national indus- 
try othar than agrioultura. Now tha 
single inaustry of munition produc- 
tion has assumed amaalng proportions. 
Thé Imperial MunlUons Board, which 
bandies all shell contracts for the Im-; 
perial Ministry ot Munitions, handles 
enormous orders. The steel which 
has been shipped overseas in shells 
manufactured in Canada is sufficient 
to build Mneteen bridges across the 
Lawrence River, each one equal 
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work, however, is growing apace, and 
with a projected hospital at Ste. Anns 
de Bellevue in view, it seems wise to 
husband resources. We feel sure 
that there will be many sympathUers

Sir Alexander then read a statement 
of the numbers of the different sizes 
of shells which have been manufac- 
tured in Canada. The sizes which 
were mei\tloned were eighteen pounder 
shrapnel, tighten pounder high ex- 
plosives, 4.6 Inch high explosive, six- 
ty-pbunder high explosive, six-Inch 
high explosive, eight-inch high explo- 
sive, and 9.2 Inch high explosive. The 
total number of shells manufactured 
in Canada is approximately 50,000,000, 
of which about half were eighteen 
pounder shrapnel shells. 

Following the address, moving pic- 
tures of the different processes In 
the manufacture of the eight-Inch 
shell were shown. At first the white- 
hot blank Is forged to roughly the 
shape of tha shell. Then, in another 
factory the forging is machined down 
to the proper size and shape, and the 
Interior and the nose bored out. An 
Interesting machine was one for cut 
ting screw-heads. This machine cuts 
the complete thread In a single revo- 
lution. 

The next item shown was the ma- 
chine of the adapter forging. The 
object of the adapter Is to close the 
base of the shell after machining. Thé 
official government inspection, using 
limit gauges, and the packing of the 
finished shells were also shown. A 
very noticeable feature of the whole 
process Is that absolutely no time Is 
lost between one operation and ' the 
next. 

After the pictures, the president of 
the society gave some figures on the 
manufacture of completed shells. If 
the boxes that have been shipped from 
Canada containing shells were placed 
end to end, they would form a line 
from 'Vancouver to London, with 
enough left over to form a line three 
abreast 'from London to Berlin.

The combined saving for the month 
in these four establishments alone 
amounted to 9% tons of beef, and 3 
and 3-6 tons of bacon. "These 
amounts," said Mrs. Muldrew, "repre- 
sent but a fraction Of the saving of 
one city, only a fraction Indeed of the 
saving In the public eating places of 
that, city alone. Yet these totals are 
sufficient to ration a whole division 
with beef for one day, and a division 
and a. half with bacon, using In both 
cases the liberal Canadian allowance. 
What Canada't|||unlted effort will 
amount to Hs'^^t^jinly. foreshadowed 
by the perfbrmanceTofvthcse four es- 
tablishments. Add tiiiése to the num- 
ber of other places in the same city, 
and then add all from other Canadian 
cities, and you can easily see how 
great has been the saving in con- 
sumption of theso two commodities." 

The lecturer stated that reports al- 
ready received by the Food Controll- 
er's Office showed a reduction of 20 
per cent. In the consumption of white 
bread as a result of. the provision of 
substitutes. 

Mrs. Muldrew explained that in the 
present critical situation as regards 
the food supplies of the world, those 
who were responsible for the feeding 
of the family had an especial oppor- 
tunity for effective .patriotic service. 
In order., that Canada might send to 
the Allied countries in Its share of the 
enormous amount of wheat required, 
the normal consumption here would 
have to be reduced from 6 to 4^ bush- 
els per capita. This meant that where 
we were accustraied^^to/ eat 4 slices 
of white bread we' must now eat only 
3, and for that other slice eat a bread 
made from some other cereal,' such as 
rye', barley, corn, or eat Its equival- 
ent* of barley, rice, oatmeal or other 
cereal food. 

Moreover, the present consump- 
tion of beef and bacon In Canada 
must be reduced by* one third. 

Mrs. Muldrew explained the pur- 
pose of the Household Food Pledge; 
"In order," she said, "to carry out to 
the full the request^ of the ' Controll- 
er no privation Is exacted, of any one; 
there Is nothing that any one with 
an intelligent understanding of food 
values and of simple methods of cook- 
ing cannot carry out and do much 
more and still have her family well 
nourished," She estimated that |50,- 
000,000 worth of food whlc^ Is now 
wasted could be saved annually. This 
situation could -be remedied by the 
housekeeper if she would study ,the 
scientific food - reqiiirements of 'the 
different members ■'•'of the household.. 
The speaker also declared, that much 
food was still being wasted in hotels 
and restaurants, because too, large 
portions were served. ... 
' "The' services rendered by' the 
housekeeper though,,yeryi_;iml, . Is not
